Another Stewnri Oase,
It appesrs that the cave of Mr. A. M. Clapp,
of the Baffalo Express, who has besn nomi-
nated by the Republican osunoun for the pesi-
tion of Buperintendent of the Governmen!
Printing Offive, presents a feature similar to
that of Mr. Stawart, when nominated for Ssore-
tary of the Treasury by the President. The
joint resolution in relation to the publio print.
ing, approved Jane 23, 1860, provides that
neither the Snperintendent nor any other offi-
cer appointed under him ““shall during his
coptinnance in office have any Interest, direot
or indirect, in the publioation of any newspa-
per or periodical, or in any printiog of any
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Eanglish Commenis on the lnnugurnl.. +
Tus comments of the Eoglish press npon the |
imsugural indicate that it has produced ur!
favorable an impression abroad as at home in
regard to the cbaracter and abilities of the
new President, He ls as bighly complimented |
by transatiantio jonrnalists as by the organs of
his own party. The Framiner thinks he has
given ‘‘preof of moral courage and self-pos-
session, both of them qualities of great value
to a ruler.”” The Tims sees in the inaugural
“‘hopes of a beneficial and honorable career,"
and a bright prospect that Grant’s “‘term of
office may be the beginning of & mew period of
prosperity, surpassivg even that whioh came
to an end elght years ago amid the Hames of
civil war.” The Laily News declares that it
is emtirely clear that tbe new President is a
man intensely representative of the American
people—of its strength and weakness, its high
principle, and its national prejudices.”” The
Star thinks the address justifies the belief
that Grant’s counsels “‘will be those of wis-
dom and moderation,”” and that he “‘will up-
hold the greatness of his country by reuniting |
a divided people, by economizing and wisely |
employing the national resources, and by |
cultivating peace abroad and at home the |
oivic virtues."

The English journals alse unite in ocom-
mending the emphatic declarations of the in- |
augnral in respect to the maintenanoce of the i
publi¢c oredit, They point to their own his- |
tory as a proof that a fatthfnl discharge of |
national obligations is not only honorabls, but |
in the end economical; and the fact that Bri-
tish consols, bearing but three per cent. inte-
rest, command & higher price in the money
markets of the world than United States bonds,
which yield six per cemt., is a striking illas- |
tration of the practioal advantages enjoyed by |
Great Britain from the maintenance of her |
oredit, and of the large reduction in the l
annual burden of our natienal debt which the |
American people can secure if they persist in |
frowning down repudiators and schemes for |
repudiation. The language of the inangural |_
is, If possible, considered even more conclu- |
give in regard to the financial question abread
than at home. The Zimes concedes that
it “will have a good effect in
maintaining publio oredit.’” The News pro-
nounces Grant’s election ‘‘the decisive victory
of the party of honesty over thatof repudis-
tion,"” and views his inangaral as & distinct
assurance that ‘‘the full discharge of promises
to pay is the fandamental basis on which his
administration rests.”

While this unanimity of opinion is mani-
fested in regard to the general characterof the
address and the wisdem of its utterances on
finanocial questions, there is a singular diver-
ity of pentiment in refersnce to the signifi-
cance of Grant’s brief allusion to his foreign
polioy. On this subject great sensitiveness
prevails in England. All parties there under-
stand elearly that this nation has jost canse
of complaint against Great Britain for the
ocourse of her administration and her fli-
bustering merchants during the war, and
they are pervously anxions to learn the
manner and extent of the atonement that
must sooner or later be made for the wrongs

im the bhour of our oca
lamity. The varying shades of opinion
are ohiefly on the question whether
the . sentence which  anmounces that
if other mations fail to deal justly with
the United States “we msy be compelled to
follow the precedent,’’ has any bearing upon
the Alabama cagse. The Times evidently does
not think it bas, The News is in donubt. The
Star confesses that the paragraph in question
‘‘may be fpirly Interpreted as au allusion to
the Alabama imbroglio;"’ bat it adds that “it
involves no actual menace, and we must be
content to0 accept the rebuke if we feel, as we
must do, that it s not wholly undeserved.”
The Post I8 unwilllog to believe that the
oﬂ;-'dhll paragraph ‘‘oan have any refer-
ence to the unfortunate dispute which has
arisen between the United States and Great
Britain in oconmsction with the depreda-
tions ocommitted by the Alabama aud
her sister orunisers, and to convey an
intimation that wunless the olaims ad-
vanced by the American Government
are aatisfied, Amerioan privateers will, in the
eventof Great Britain being engaged in a war
with any Europesn State, commit acts which
would be in the nature of reprisals;’’ but the
Post knows full well that this conntry has a
thousand times better right and reason to
adopt the oourse it deprecates, in the contin-
genoy referred to, than Great Britain had to
commit the original offense. The Pall Mull
Gasette thinks it not improbable thatthe
questionable sentence has ‘‘occult reference
to the Alabama oase,” but it claims that
“iGGpent Britain will have no reason for alarm

that the reprisals hinted at are
striotly limited to the reproduction of the
wrongd from which the United Biates has
really suffored.”

The British journslists may as well make up
Qolr minds that if the Alsbama case is net

settled, their enlogisticendorsersnts

kind, or in avy binding or emgraving, or in
apy oontract for farnishing paper or other
material conneoted with the publio printing,"
the penalty for a violation being imprisorment
in the penitentiary from one to five years, and
a fine of five hundred dollara. It 18 extremely
deubtful if Mr, Clapp will ventare to imour
the penalties of the law in this oase by ao-
cepling the posflion, or be willing to retire
from & certain, profitable, and inflaential buasi-
ness relation for the sake of fllling an office of
very uncertain tenure, with a salary of only
§4000 attached.

A Blight Improvement.
Tas report of yesterday’s doings in the State
Legislature exhibits a slight improvemant on
the proceedings of some days which have pre-
ceded it. In the Benate, the sot oreating a
Board ol State Charities came up, and after
careful deliberation was passed. The mea-
gure, as we have already shown, ia one which
shounld command universal approval. Somse
sort of system in the management and assist-
ance of our numercus charftable institutions

| has long been needed, and the aot passed by

the Senate will tend, in great measure, to
bring about euch & result. In the Honse a
record quite as oreditable was made, by the
indefinite postponement, snd consequently
the practical defeat, of the swindling boiler
inspectors bill, which wa disseoted at length
& few days ago. But, before the days's work
was over, the characteristic spirit of modern
Btate legislation cropped d¥t. It appeara that
an act inocorporating a ‘‘Sheep-drovers’ Asso-
olation,” which had already passed the House,
Liad slipped through so quietly that one mem-

| ber was able to asserl that it was in subatanca

nothipg more nor less than the famous “‘Cattle
bill"" of a previous session, while othera
stoutly denied the mssertion. Whatever may
have been the merits or demerits of the bill,
it was evidently rmehed throungh the House
without being read or underatood by any of
the members eave those who had been ‘‘seen”
by some interesied person. The negleoted
members, however, vindicated their rights by
gecuring the pasgage of a resolntion recalling
the bill from the Senate, amid an aproar that
would bave been a positive disgrace to
Bedlam.

Mayor Fox on Our Fllthy Sireets,
Tue messsge sent by Mayor Fex to Select
Council yesterday, returning the resolution
requesting him to sign the February warrants
of the etreet contractors, cannot fail to com-
mand universal approbation. The pith and
point of the whole document are embraced in
the following paseage: —

“My daty was s0 plainly Indieated to me, that
I would bave been jmslly amenable Lo puablic
eriticism had I consented 10 pay money out of
tbe City Treasury 10 those who nad no legal or
equitable right to receive iL."”

This is & sovund, common-sense, business-
like view of the subject, such as would be
taken by any ressonable man familiar with
the facts in the case, and nourishing nonae of
that tender sympathy with contractors who
uttesly defy the terms of their contraocts,
which is so prevalent in offioial circles at the
pregent day. ‘‘There was a time,” says the
Mayor in his mesgage, ‘‘when our city was
vemarkable for its clean streets.”” That this
time has long eince been swallowed up in the
past is aspatent to every person who walks our
slreets ae it is to the Msyor, whether that
person be merely a private citizen, a member
of Councile, or one of the reprehensible con-
tractore themrelves. The streets are ina
filthy condition, the contractors are not making
apy reasonable effort to elean them sccording to
the terms of thelr contracts; and if Mayor Fox
should sign the warrants for their pay, it
wonld not only be granting them & grataity,
as he maintaine in his message, but it wonld
be an out-and-out robbery of the City Trea-
gury.

The resolntion vetoed by the Mayor directs
the Superintendent of Street Cleansing to pro-
ce¢d al once 10 elean our thoroughfares, the
work thue devolving upon one of the regular
officere of the oity to be pald for out of the
fund retained by the eity, being one-tenth of
esch monthly instalment of the pay of the
contractors. The Mayor states that he would
bave interposed mo objection to this provi-
gion, if the resolution had mot embraced a
request for him to sign the February warrants.
Buot it is extremely doubtful if the fand re-
tained by the city is large enough to meet
the expense of thoroughly cleansing our dirty
streets. Not omly was there no decent pre-
tense of doing their work made by the con-
tractors during the month of February, but
for months before their duty under the
contracts had been practicall yignored, so that
we have now under our eyes the aconmulsted
refuse and filth of months, The only sensible
and practicable way of remedying the abuses
to which these highwaymen have subjected
us is for Councils to authorize a thorough
renovation of the city by somebody who will
do his daty, to confiseate all the money now
owing the centractors for meeting the ex-
pense, and to make good the deficiency by
prosecuting the securities of the contractors.
The shameless aclion of these publie plan.
derers has continned so long that further for-
bearanoce with their shortcomings is the op-

posite of adesirable virtue in our muuiolpa)

The whols
matter has been repeatedly and thoronghly
disonesed, and no one, exocept the directors of
the street rallways and their friends in Counn-
oils, disputes the fact that the abatement of
the nuisance finally and forever is demanded
by every consideration of health, oleanliness,
oomfort, and convenience to those who traverse
the streets en foot. Now that Counoils have

granted the Fourth and REighth streets rosd |

permission to salt their track, the same privi-
lege shonld be accorded to the other roads.
Ho long as Counncils have detarmined to dis-
regard the popular wish in thia matter, they
might as well make a clean job of it, and not
make any invidious distinctions bstween the
railroad companies.

The ordinance extending the time of re-
moving the tracks on Broad sireet is also in
direot opposition to the wishes of the great
majority of ounr oltizens,
doing business on Broad street were allowed
three years to make their arrangements for
removal, and they are no more likely to bs
ready on July 1 than they are mow. It will
